Atlanta’s big Peace Jubilee, celebrating 
the victory of American arms in the late 
war and subsequent and very recent peace 
starts with the music of bands, amid the 
waving of the nation’s emblem upon the 
arrival of the president this morning. 

Never before in the history of the eity 
has such a celebration been observed, and 
the striking and earnest manner in which 
the people of Atlanta will do their part in 


the Peace Jubilee, tells once more of a 


thoroughly united country and of one flag 
that waves with undisputed sway every- 
where. ; 

’ Welcome waves from the mass of bunting 
and tri-colored streamers to the distinguish- 
ed guests some of whom have already 
reached the city and those who will arrive 
today. The big Peace Jubilee arch at the 
intersection of Peachtree and Edgewood 
avenue has been completed, and by the

ness the novelty of a presidential train, 
and who cheered when lucky enough to 
catch a glimpse of the president or his 
charming wife.

The first stop was in the railroad yards 
outside of Charlottesville) Va. Several 
thousand people were at the depot expect- 
ing the train to stop, only to be disappoint- 
ed. There was no stop at the depot, but

brief wait. Several hundred University of 
Virginia students evidently thad a tip on 
this and they profited in consequence. 

In response to the enthusiastic cheers of 
the college students, who started it going, 
giving the university yell, the president 
appeared on the platform and shook hands 
with all who could get within reach. 

In response to repeated calls for General 
Wheeler that officer appeared and was in- 
troduced by the president. General Wheeler 
was warmly welcomed, and was called on 
from every side for a speech. When the 
cheering had sufficiently subsided he ad- 
dressed the crowd as follows: 


It gives me great pleasure to come 
here, and to have had the honor of be- 
ing invited by the president to go with 
him in this tour of the southern states. 
I am very glad that he is taking this 
journey, as I want the president to 
know the feelings in the hearts of the 
southern people. (Oheers.) I want 
him to know and see the efforts the 
people are making to render themselves 
good citizens and to bring honor to our 
common country. (Prolonged and en- 
thusiastic applause.) 


At this point the train pulled out and cut 
the speech short. There was no other stop 
until Monroe was reached, when there was 
a Ghange of engines. 

In addition to the usual attaches the com-

The executive committee yesterday receiv- 
ed a telegram from General S. B. M. Young, | 


commanding the Second army corps 
Augusta, to which the regiments at Athens 
belong, accepting the invitation of the city 
to be present at the Jubilee. It is probable 
that General Young will come with the 
regiments from Athens and reach the city 
tomorrow morning. 

The parade will start. promptly at 12 
o’clock tomorrow, and comprising more 
than ten divisions, it will take a long time 
to pass the different points on the line of 
march. The interest the civic organizations 
not only of this city, but a large number 
in the state, have manifested in the parade, 
shows the desire of the people to celebrate 
the retunn of peace as well as the victory 
of American arms. 

Larze Number of Bands. 

The largé number of bands that have been 
secured by the grand marshal will not only 
add greatly to the success of the parade, 
but will afford pleasure and amusement to 
the public during the two days of the cele- 
bration. The military bands that are to be 
brought to Atlanta were selected for the 
reason that they are considered among the 
best in the volunteer service. The band of 
the Fourth Ternessee, from Anniston, and 
the bands of the Fifteenth Pennsylvania 
and the Third New Jersey, from Athens, 
will add greatly to the attractiveness of the 
Jubilee. 

As the parade is to be formed on the 
south side of the city several blocks from 
the railroad, the line will be in full swing 
by the time it reaches the Jubilee arch, and 
throughout the center of the city the 
streets will be lined with spectators on 
every side. 

It is the intention of Grand Marshal West 
to have the line move 
o’clock so that the exercisés at the audito- 
rium will not be delayed. 

Among the civic organizations that have 
requested place in the line are the Uniform- 
ed Rank Knights of Pythias, from Savan- 
nah, who, at a meeting held in that city 
reiently, voted unanimously to attend the 
Jubilee. The organization expects to enter 
the parade with between 200 and 300 men.

AT THE CAPITOL 


Preparations Complete for His 
Reception by the Legislature 


BUILDINGS NICELY DECORATED 


Guns Fired in His Honor and Military 
Welcome Accorded, 


GOVERNOR'S STAFF WILL BE ESCORT 


Public Reception To Follow His Ad- 
dress to the General Assembly— 
Legistature of Alabama Will 
Not Arrive Until Early 
on Thursday. 


Ail arrangements for the reception of 
President MeKinley and his party at the 
capito] this afternoon have been completed, 
and the welcome that will be accorded him 
then is to be characteristic of Georgia. In 
fact, it will be Georgia’s welcome. The 
general assembly will hold up jts session 
long enough to meet him, and under es- 
ceort of Gevernor Allen D. Candler and his 
military staff and a committee represent- 
ing both branches of the iegislature, he 
will be taken into the hall of the house 
of representatives, which will be assem- 
bled in his honor. Guns will boom the 
president’s salute, and as the chief execu- 
tive of the nation- mounts the front steps 
he will be received with a declamation 
that will gladden his ears, used, as they 
are, to such demonstrations. 

In honor of the occasion, the capitol has 
been handsomely decorated, and both in- 
side and outside it is a mass of gorgeous 
color. The joint resoiution providing for 
the display gave the special committee 
unlimited means, and under the able diregc- 
tion of Chairman Hardwick, the money 
has been well expended. The entire first 
floor of tihe State house {s a rainbow, for 
the walls are fairly covered with red, white 
and blue bunting, and from the gallerles 
long streamers drop down to complete the 
effect. The pillars are entwined with flags, 
and at every angle appear large pictures of 
men who have made themseives a name in 
war history. President McKinley’s famil- 
iar features occupy the place of honor, and 
in addition there are displayed the faces 
of Dewey, Wheeler, Schley, Miles, Samp- 
son, Hobson, Shafter and Lee.

The building will be closed to visitors 
during Uhe day until 2 o’clock.

MOTION TO POSTPONE CONSIDERATION 


Senator Morgan Antagonizes the Mo- 
tion—Notice of Several Amend- 
ments to the Nicaragua Bill 
- Are Announced—Work 

of the Serate. 


Washington, December 13.—Today’s ses- 
Sion of the senate was largely consumed 
in the discussion of the Nicaraguan canal 
bill. Mr. Turpie made the principal speech 
in opposition to the bill, attacking it on 
the ground that it is in the interest of the 
Maritime Company, which he characterized 
as a fraud and a bankrupt. He moved/sa 
postponement of the matter until after the 
holiday recess, and addressed the senate 
upon the bill, saying that no one could 
excel him in zeal in advocating the isthmian 
canal, but while he saw the vast advantage 
of the proposed waterway he also was fully 
aware of the difficulties in the way of put- 
ting the plan for a canal into execution. 
While not opposed to the cana] as such, he 
was opposed to the scheme of the Maritime 
Canal Company, and he denounced that 
company as the most venomous and effec- 
tive opponent of a real canal enterprise. 
He did not believe it possible for that com- 
pany, with its bad odor, to construct the 
canal, and he ‘held that the Maritime Com- 
pany should get out of the way of genuine 
canal enterprise. He developed this line 
of attack at length, denouncing it as a 
scheme of confiscation, the object 
Maritime Company being, 
fo cut a canal, but to “‘cut a channe] of 
communication at the least possible cost 
between the treasury of the United States 
and the empty coffers of that beggarly cor- 
poration ”’ 
Cannot Guarantee Bonds. 

Mr. Turpie asserted that the government 
could not lawfully guarantee the m: iritime 
ccCmpany's bonds, proposed. The case 
was not parallel to the Pacific railroad 
companies, as in those cases the bonds 
were made directly payable to the eor 1pa- 
n‘es. As to the possibility of foreign jeal- 
ousy operating to prevent the construction 
of the canal by this government, Mr. Tur- 
pie declared that there was no Civilized 
nation that would not be pleased to ses the 
canal constructed, The Maritime Company 
had been guilty of innumerable frauds, but 
even if it had not, he would not support 
the pending bill because of the failure to 
provide for the ownership of the canal 
by the United States. All obstacles would 
disappear before a2 movement on the part 
of the United States to construct the canal.

Mr. Turpie renewed his plea for a post- 
ponement of the question until the Nica- 
ragua canal commission should report. He 
said he had favored the appointment of this 
commission because he knew that no com- 
mission could report in favor of the Mari- 
time Company, as he did not believe the 
present commission had. Information was 
wanted on the three points of feasibility, 
time and expense, and the senate had a 
right to this information before acting upon 
the bill. ; 

Mr. Turpie closed for the day with a 
motion for postponement of further «on- 
sideration of the bill until January 19th, 
by which time the report of the commiss.on 
would be received. 

Senator Morgan Speaks. 

Mr. Morgan antagonized the motion, 
pleading fer the continuation of the debate, 
saying there were many points connected 
with the enterprise upon which light might 
possibly be thrown upon the question by 
the Walker report. He denied that the 
Maritime company had ever applied to the 
United States for assistance, but on the 
other hand, the application had been made 
to them because they owned the only con- 
cession. He declared in answer to a sug- 
gestion from Mr. Turpie that it would 
never be possible to get an agreement 
binding the United States, Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica because of Costa Rica’s sus- 
picion of Nicaragua. Costa Rica knew 
perfectly well that Nicaragua was so de- 
sirous of nothing so much as the downfall 
of Costa Rica. He spoke of. Costa Rica's 
‘bargain counter’’ in the matter of grant- 
ing concessions, and when Mr. Turpie in- 
terrupte@ him with the statement ihat 
this was not an expression of amity to- 
ward Nicaragua he retorted that Mr. Tur- 
pie was growing sentimental on the sub- 
ject. He declared that Mr. Grace's. pur- 
pose in getting a new contract was not to 
build a canal, but to own it—to hoid up 
the government. He denounced this con- 
cession as “a rascally contract.”’ Mr. 
Grace had called on him twice in one 
day without being invited and had urged 
the abandonment of government aid. In 
reply to a question from him Mr. Grace 
had said he expected to get his money 
to build the canal from London. This fact 
showed where we were drifting and was 
there a senator who would be willing to 
see the canal placed under the contro] of 
foreigners? 

Notice of Amendments. 

Mr. Berry gave notice of an amendment 
he will offer to the Nicaraguan canal bill, 
providing for the direct appropriation of 
$115,000. The amendment provides for the 
construction of the canal by the Maritime 
Canal Company, and gives the government 
a lien on the property, to be foreclosed un- 
der circumstances fully enumerated.

MISS PRICE CRITICALLY ILL. 


Bad Sanitary Conditions of the Execu- 
tive Mansion Responsible. 

Miss Price. of Macon, the niece and guest 
of Governor and Mrs. Candler, is desperate- 
ly ill at Dr. Holmes’s sanitarium on West 
Cain street. She has typhoid fever and Dr. 
Holmes informed the governor yesterday 
that the young lady was in a critical con- 
dition. 

Miss Price's illness is traced to the unsan- 
itary condition of the executive mansion. 
Dr. Holmes ‘has pronounced the mansion a 
death trap. 

There was a great deal of sickness at the 
mansion during Governor W. Y. Atkinson's 
ndministration and much of it is attributed 
to the bad plumbing and the water supply. 

The mansion was built before the city 
had a system of waterworks. At that time 
the mansion obtained its supply of water 
from ae spring back of the mansion. 
Many of the older citizens remem- 
ber that spring, the stream from 
which ran down across’ what is now Wil- 
liams street. 

The water was pumped from the spring 
into a large tank at the mansion and it 
was distributed over.the house from that 
reservoir. 

Afterwards when the city put in the wa- 
terworks, the water was carried from the 
main to the tank and continued to be dis- 
tributed over the mansion through the old 
pipes. The tank got in bad condition 
the water became impure. 

Dr. Holmes and a sanitary expert sent 
out by the city to make an examination of 
the house, have pronounced the plumbing 
to be very bad and the water supply to be 
dangerous. 

The general assembly has put in an item 
of $200 for new plumbing at the mansion. 
The pipes in the house will be connected 
direct with the street main and the 
wili be taken out. Besides, all the plumbing 
needs to be overhauled, for as it is now, 
sewer gas comes up and escapes all over 
the mansion.

Colonei Bryan upon ieaving hts com- 


mand today, gave the foliowing interview, 
telling his reasons for resigning and dis- 
cussing public questions said: 


“The people of the United States having 
rescued Cuba from foreign control may now 
resume the discussion of the domestic 
problems which confront this nation and 
to the consideration of the new questions 
arising out of the war. 

“I may be in error, but in my judg- 
ment our nation is in greater danger 
just now than Cuba. Our people de- 
fended Cuba against foreign arms; now 
they must defend themselves and their 
Country against a foreign idea—the 
colonial idea of European nations. 
“Heretofore greed has perverted the gov- 

ernment and used its instrumentalities for 
private gain, but now the very foundation 
principles of our government are assaulted. 

“The imperiatistic idea is directly an- 
tagonistic to the idea and ideals which 
have been cherished by the American peo- 
Ple since the signing of the declaration of 
indepcndenc, Our nation must give up any 
intention of entering upon a colonial policy 
Such as now pursued by European coun- 
tries or it must abandon the doctrine that 
£0vernments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed. 

“We may believe that governments 
come up from the people, or we may be- 
lieve that governments come down to 
the people from those who possess the 
heaviest cannons and the largest ships, 
but we cannot advocate both doctrines. 
“To borrow a Bible quotation, ‘A house 

divided against itself cannot stand;’ para- 
phrasing Lincoln’s declaration, I may add 
that this nation cannot endure half re- 
public and half colony—half free and half 
vassal. Our form of government, our tra- 
ditions, our present interests and our fu- 
ture welfare all forbid our entering upon a 
career of conquest. 
Jefferson Opposes Expansion. 

“Jefferson has been quoted in support 
of imperialism, but our opponents must 
distinguish between imperialism and ex- 
pansion; they must also distinguish be- 
tween expansion in the western hemis- 
phere and an expansion that involves 
us in the quarrels of Europe and the 
Orient. They must still further dis- 
tinguish between expansion which se- 
cures contiguous territory for future 
settlement and expansion which secures 
us alien races for future subjection. 
“Jefferson favored the annexation of 

necessary contiguous territory on the North 
American continent, but he was opposed to 
wars of conquest and expressiy condemned 
the acquiring of remote territory.’’ 

When asked how the eolonial policy 
cOuld be prevented; Colone} Bryan. said: 

“Some think that the fight should he 
made against the ratification of the treaty, 
but [ would prefer another plan. If the 
treaty is rejected negotiations mustabe re- 
newed and instead of settling the question 
according to our own ideas, we must settle 
it by diplomacy, with the possibility of in- 
ternational complications. It will be easier, 
I think, to end the war at once by ratifying 
the treaty and then deal with the subject 
in our own way. The issue can be pre- 
sented directly by a resolution of congress 
declaring the policy of the nation upon this 
subject. 


Could Give Them Government. 


“The president says in his message 
that our only purpose in taking posses- 
Sion of Cuba is to establish a stable 
gcvernment and then turn that govern- 
ment over to the people of Cuba. Con- 
frees could reaffirm this purpose in re- 
gard to Cuba and assert the same pur- 
pose in regard to the Philippine islands 
and Porto Rico. Such resolution would 
make a clear cut issue between the doc- 
trine of self-government and the doc- 
trine of imperialism. 


*‘We should reserve a harbor and coaling 
station in Porto Rico and the Philippines 
in reiurn for services rendered, andl think 
we would be justified in asking the same 
concession from Cuba. , 

“In the case of Porto Rico, where the 
people have as yet expressed no desire for 
an independent government, we might with 
propriety declare our willingness to annex 
the island, if the citizens desire annexation. 
but the Philippine islands are too far away 
and their people too different from ours to 
be annexed to the United States, even if 
they desired it.’’

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Washington, December 13.—The Brooklyn, 
Texas( Castine and Resolute have been 
ordered Havana. 

While there is not the faintest desire to 
convey a threat in the dispatch of these 
warships to Havana, it may be noted that 
when they lie within the harbor they will 
hold the town in perfect subjection. It is 
surmised that the suggestion came from 
Admiral Sampson, who is now in Havana, 
as a result of the Hotel Inglaterra affair. 
At any rate, the event brought the au- 
thorities to a realization of the exact state 
of affairs in Havana, and the imminent 
danger of another such outbreak. 

With only a small force of American gsol- 
diers in Havana province and tthose re- 
moved at such a distance from the city as 
tom ake it difficult of access in time to be 
of service to the American element in the 
city, the necessity for some protection was 
apparent. 

To increase the number of soldiers ma- 
terially is not easy, in view of the difficulty 
of transporting them as well as providing 
for them when they reach Cuba, but it was 
decided to hasten the ships named to Ha- 
vana to form a formidable bulwark against 
any anarchic outbreaks that might occur 
before the completion of the American oc- 
cupation of the city.

ATLANTA, GA., December 14, 1398. 
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The Peace Jubilee. 

The people of Atlanta have become so 
accustomed to seeing their city take the 
lead in al] possible directions, and are so 
familiar with the conception and suc- 
cessful carrying out of so many munici- 


pal enterprises calculated to attract at- 
tention and provoke applause, that it is 
barely possible that many of them do 
not appreciate the significance and ims 
portance—the far-reaching importance— 
of the celebration of the first real Peace 
Jubilee since the formal signing of the 
treaty. The celebration which is to go 
forward today under the most fortunate 
auspices that could be imagined, means 
something more than a desire to mag- 
nify Atlanta, though such a desire is 
laudable enough. 

Today, Atlanta represents the spirit 
of the whole south, the spirit which led 
the ex-confederates and the sons of 
comfederate veterans to seize the first 
seasonable opportunity to display their 
loyalty to the old flag and to aid in 
planting that glorious emblem of lib- 
erty wherever the exigencies of war 
might carry it. Having demonstrated 
this attitude by showing that love of 
country stands higher than party affilia- 
tions, they are now ready to celebrate 
the return of peace and the results 
thereof—the freedom of Cuba, and the 
future that has been opened up for hu- 
man liberty from the West Indies to the 
far-eastern archipelago of the Philip- 
pines. 

The importance and significance of 
the celebration in Atlanta have been 
further demonstrated by the readiness 
with which the most distinguished men 
of the republic have consented to as- 
sure its success by their presence, No 
argument has been necessary to con- 
vince them that in attending this Jubilee 
and in taking part in the programme 
which has been prepared, they are pay- 
ing a deserved tribute to the spfrit of 
patriotism evinced bv the southern peo- 
ple when the president called upon the 
country for volunteers to enable the 
government to rescue an unfortunate 
and long-suffering people from the 
ravages of a political tyranny as blood- 
thirsty as that of the middle ages. 

Atlanta extends a hearty welcome to 
its distinguished guests, the men who 
have made themselves conspicuous in 
cabinet and in field. The president 
will find himself very much at home 
among our people. Though they may 
differ with him on party questions, they 
do not differ with him in the slightest 
so far as his aspirations for the unity 
and glory of the republic are concerned. 
And there is ore side of his character 
which will brine him very close to all 
who belleve in the dignity and purity of 
‘the home life. Good citizenship always 
has its feet pianited firmly on the family 
hearth, and must bear heavily 
on all those ties that make up the round 
of domestic affection. 

Thus, when the people read of the 
simple and unostentatious home life of 
the president, the thoughts that arise 
sweeten even the asperities of politics. 
For that reason, the welcome which 
Atlanta extends to the president will be 
as hearty, as wholesome and as unaffect- 
ed as that which he would find among 
his friends and neighbors at Canton. 
He has brought the whoie south closer 
to him by consenting to go out of his 
Way, as it were, to aid in festivities 
which are, in a great measure, the cele- 
bration of that larger and more patri- 
otic peace which has come to a people 
hitherto unnecessarily divided by the 
memories and suggestions of sectional- 
ism.

‘““Work’”’ for the Democrats. 

As we remarked yesterday, the inde- 
pendence of The Washington Post is 
go all-pervading that it is sometimes im- 
possible to separate its jokes from its 
recipes for a statesmanlike government 
policy.

moral humor, The Post looks ahead to 
1900 for the democratic party. Its first 
discovery is the remains of one of Edi- 
tor Godkin’s tents, showing that that 
able editor is a pioneer in this field, and 
that he has preceded The Washington 
Post by many moons. 

The discovery of the remaing of the 
tent is very timely for all purposes of 
discussion. On the flap ig a conspicu- 
ous poster, still intact, on which is writ- 
ten “Free coinage is dead; dead is free 
silver.” We are therefore informed 
by our Washington contemporary that it 
is perfectly useless to waste words on 
the matter. We are told that in 1900 
“the clouds of depressfon will have 
passed away, the widespread discontent 
will have been succeeded by a very 
general satisfaction.” : 

We heard something very much like 
this in 1896, when. Mr. McKinley was 
elected, and our reply to it then is our 
reply now, viz, that The Constitution, 
as well ag all democrats, will be per- 
fectly willing to have the free coinage 
issue disposed of by the general pros- 
perity of the people. We are in favor 
of free coinage for the sole purpose of 
restoring prosperity to the people, but 
if prosperity can be restored by some 
other method we are perfectly willing to 
pay the price of party defeat to secure it. 

But what has happened to restore the 
prosperity which The Post thinks it can 
point out? The very same conditions 
prevail now that prevailed prior to 1896, 
with this exception—that, whereas men 
could be found then to invest capita! in 
productive industries, they now prefer 
to invest in bonds, and run over each 
other in order to pick up a job lot of 
$300,000 or less. The Post says that 
this is due to the fact that they are 
no longer “haunted” by the fear of the 
free coinage of silver; but what “haunt- 
ed fear” keeps capital out of productive 
What spook has brought 
down the wages of labor east and west 
to the vanishing point? How can there 
cease to be depression in business and 
property values when the great industry 
on which our prosperity depends—agri- 
culture—is in a state of depression? 

The Post invites the democratic party 
to turn its back on the condition of 
the people and to get together in oppo- 
sition to colonial expansion. The Post 
itself is in favor of colonial expansion, 
or was one day last week, but it would 
no doubt be glad to lead the democratic 
party in two or three directions any 
fine day when the wind Is not blowing. 
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A Wide Awake Representative. 

Atlanta is again called on to be grate- 
ful to Hon. L. F. Livingston for his 
prompt and successful work in securing 
the consent of the secretary of war that 
two regiments of the Second army corps 
now at Athens be sent here to act as es- 
cort to the president. and to otherwise 
take part in the Jubilee celebration. 

lor a little while it seemed out of the 
question that the war department would 
take any further measures to add to the 
importance and extent of the Atlanta 
Peace Jubilee; but Congressman Living- 
ston took the matter in hand, and with 
the assistance of our senators and the 
Georgia delegation, succeeded in secur- 
ing an order that will add immensely to 
the attractions of the parade. 

The two regiments of troops that are 
to come here are the Fifteenth Pennsyl- 
vania and the Third New Jersey, which 
have. attracted much attention by the 
efficiency of their drill and equipment. 
These regiments will bring, respectively, 
their band and drum corps. 

These details, however, have already 
been given. Our only intention in re- 
ferring to the matter here was to call 
attention to the promptness, energy and 
influence which Colonel Livingston 
brings to bear in Washington whenever 
and wherever the interests of Atlanta 
are concerned. He is ready, likewise, 
to conserve the interests of all parts of 
his district and of the whole state. 


South Dakota Takes Pattern. 

One of the surprises of the recent elec- 
tion is that South Dakota has taken 
pattern after South Carolina. 

A full canvass of the state returns 
shows that the dispensary system has 
been adopted by a majority of 1,618. 
The system in its form and operation is 
the same as that which has been on 
trial for a number of years in South 
Carolina. Liquor will be purchased by 
the state, inspected, priced, and placed 
on sale in regularly established dispen- 
saries, conducted by state dispensary of- 
ficers. 

Its adoption will perhaps prove more 
interesting in South Dakota than it has 
in South Carolina. In the latter state 
the dispensary system has been wrapped 
up with the personal political fortunes 
of Senator Tillman, and has suffered 
the consequence, because its enforce- 
ment was always treated with partisan- 
ship. The South Dakota scheme, how- 
ever. is free from party alliance, and 
has been adopted as a matter of moral 
as well as political economy, and will 
thus call to its support all those who 
think that the state can be effective in 
breaking up the liquor traffic. The ex- 
periment, therefore, will be watched 
with a great deal of interest. 

siaisiinds *Saeeeiae GUS 
From Frying Pan to Fire. 

If there is any truth in reports re- 
cently received from the island of Hay- 
ti, the leaders of the movement to colo- 
nize a portion of 2,000,000 American 
negroes in the West Indies will find 
their charges literally transported from 
the frying pan into the fire. 

A society in the west, at the head of 
which is Rev. W. L. Grant, a negro, has 
announced that 2,000,000 of the negro 
population of the United States are ex- 
ceedingly anxious to leave the country, 
as they find nearly all the material av- 
enues of advancement closed to them 
and desire to locate in a country where 
they will be of some importance. The 
suggestion is made that congress appro- 
priate $100,000,000 for this purpose. The 
plan is to have a third of these negroes 
colonize in Cuba, another third in Por- 
to Rico, and the final division in Hayti. 

The Cuban negroes have already ex- 
pressed their intention of making it 
warm for those of their race who emi- 
grate from the United States. In Por- 
to Rico, practically the same conditions 
exist. 

As to Hayti, we sound a fair warning 
to those who would cast their lot 
on this jewel of the Antilles. It - is 
whispered that the colored inhabitants 
of this island are fearfully degenerate, 
and that they even descend so low as 
to practice cannibalism. One would 
hesitate to credit this indictment, were 
it not for substantial support which is 
given it. A mulatto woman arrived re- 
cently in New York city from Hayti, 
with her young infant in her arms, and 
proceeded to take out papers of natural- 
ization in the United States court. When 
pressed for her reason in coming to an 
utterly strange country to earn a living, 
she explained that the natives in her 
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section were about to celebrate some 
cannibalistic rites, in the course of 
which her babe would have to pe sacri- 
ficed to the blood lust of the Maytiens. 
Under these conditions she preferred a 
struggle for bread in a strange land to 
certain death in its most horrible form 
at home. This is not the first time 
this report has been circulated in re- 
gard to Hayti, and it generally bears the 
impress of truth. 

We would advise the American ne- 
groes to remain at home. MHaytian 
cannibals are no respectors of persons, 
and they would as soon have a rib 
roast ora gumbo soup of American 
brand as that of any other. Better en- 
dure the ills you have than fly to others 
you know not of. 
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Lee in Havana. 

The return of General Fitzhugh Lee 
to Havana furnishes one of the most 
striking incidents of history. 

When the Cuban revolution § had 
reached that point where both parties 
were wrestling in exhaustion, itg was 
felt that there was need of a man in 
Havana. Former consuls general to 
that city had been selected because of 
commercial capabilities, but when com- 
merce had been destroyed, when con- 
tending forces were grappling with each 
other and when it became evident that 
great changes were in store, the need of 
a man, of a statesman, of one in whose 
personality could be found the most 
complete typification of. Americanism 
was necessary, and that man was very 
fitly found in the person of Fitzhugh 
Lee, of Virginia. With the change of 
administration in this country, the one 
crowning glory of the incoming republi- 
can president must be acknowledged to 
consist in his act in leaving Fitzhugh 
Lee at the helm. It was a magnificent 
tribute to the worth ang work of an 
incomparable citizen. 

All through the days which followed, 
thig doughty consul] general, backed by 
the admiration of the political party 
which gave him to public service, as 
well as by the confidence of that other 
political party which continued him in 
it, maintained the rights of his fellow 
citizens and constituted himself a bul- 
wark against Spanish over-zeal. But 
at last the time came when Fitzhugh 
Lee stepped aboard the little American 
steamer and found himself to be the 
last American leaving Havana. Passing 
by the wreck of the Maine, he raised 
his hat reverently to that scene of sac- 
rifice, and then shouted to the ignoble 
crowds on the dock: “When I come 
back again it will be at the head of an 
army.” 

As these lines are being written, Fitz- 
hugh Lee and his army are moving on 
Havana, and before many hours the 
landing will be made, and thus will be 
witnessed a reversal of that scene when 
hostile epithets were thrown after the 
departing consul general. 

‘This war has been fruitful of heroes 
who have measured up to the full re- 
sponsibility of every occasion, but easi- 
ly in this brilliant phalanx General 
Fitzhugh Lee stands as the superb. 

Presidential Visits of the Past. 

In welcoming the coming of President 
McKinley today, Atlanta can remember 
with pleasure previous visits from chief 
magistrates of the nation. 

The first one whieh will be remem- 
bered by the present generation was 
that of Rutherford B. Hayes, in 1877. 
That was a visit which created as much 
pleasure in this state as can be worked 
up by-our present Jubilee, because it 
was our first assurance of escape from 
adverse conditions, and from its oecur- 
rence may be dated the re-establishment 
of constitutional liberty in the south- 
ern states. A few years later during 
one of the Piedmont expositions, when 
the industries of the south had taken 
on sufficient form and force to demand 
recognition, President Cleveland was 
received here with honor. Four years 
later the city was visited by President 
Harrison, who was on a trip through 
the southern states and out to San Fran- 
cisco. Again, with the return of an- 
other quadrennial, when Atianta’s great 
interstate exposition was in progress, 
we had President Cleveland for a sec- 
ond time, and now we have in our 
midst his distinguished successor, Hon. 
William McKinley. 

The frequency of these presidential 
visits, made equally by presidents select- 
ed from __i both political parties, is a 
strong tribute to the importance of At- 
lanta as a center of popular effort. The 
recognition is one .which must cause 
comment, because if ls not a matter of 
accident, but a matter of natural and 
providential design.

OF OUR JUBILEE DAY 


While our people are rejoicing over the 
victories of our arms, and the magnificent 
acquisitions of territory which are among 
the results of our triumphs, we should not 
forget our vanquished foes in their season 
of sorrow and humiliation. 

These are bright days for us, but they 
are the darkest days that ever dawned 
upon the beautiful land of Ferdinand and 
Isabella. 

Here, in the canital eity of a common- 
Wealth which was once overrun by the 
mailed followers of De Soto, we are holding 
a National Peace Jubilee to celebrate the 
defeat of the Spaniard and the restoration 
of peace and prosperity. 

Exultant music and patriotic cheers make 
the welkin ring; the streets are gay with 
banners, parades and processions, and the 
president of the nation is with us, accom- 


panied by some of the most famous heroes 
of the last conflict. 


But in the proud little kingdom over the 
waters there is nothing but lamentation in 
every circle, from the rulers in their palaces 
down to the humble peasants in their cot- 
tages. 

In the cities ana towns of Spain there are 
no triumphal arches today; no ovations to 
returning theroes; no Jubilee music; no signs 
of festive cheer. 

The shattered legions that followed the 
yellow flag find a cold welcome awaiting 
them on their native shores, and their 
chieftains are heart-broken over their de- 
feat. 

The queen regent and the boy king sit 
brooding over their misfortunes and gloomy 
visions of exile loom up before them. 

Grave statesmen and financiers despair 
of ever seeing their impoverished country 
restored to prosperity again. 

Among the vine-clad hills thousands of 
mothers, wives and daughters are weeping 
over the loss of their soldiers and sailors 
who perished in Cuba and in the Philip- 
pines. 


Never in modern times was a nation so 
suddenly and so completely stripped of its 
most valuable possessicns! 

In a war of little more than one hundred 
days Spain has lost more than 230,000 square 
miles of territory inhaviteg by more than 
10,000,000 people. : 

At a low estimate the value of this lost 
territory is fully $900, 000,000. 

Besides this,>Spain has lost thousands of 
soldiers, two big fleets, her war expenses 
and other money and property. Altogether, 
her losses amount to about $1,100,000, 000. 

Worse than her pecuniary loss is her hu- 
miliating defeat, and her disgraced posi- 
tion in the eyes of other nations. 


There was a time when Spain was a 
land of chivalry and romance. Her am- 
bassadors were the guests of honorat every 
court. Her fashions dominated Europe. 
Wealth poured into her treasury. Her 
fleets and armies threatened to conquer 
the world. Almost the whole of this west- 
ern hemisphere was under her iron rule. 

After centuries of greed and oppression, 
the haughty conquerors met their fate and 
their punishment. 

They lost what they nad seized in Ku- 
rope. Vast countries in North-and South 
America threw off their yoke. and now 
they have lost almost all of their colonial 
territory which was worth holding. 


Naturally, the European powers” will 
with mingled pity and scorn upon a king- 
dom so weak and go completely at the 
mercy of other nations. 

The Spaniards need not look to outsiders 

for sympathy and aid. They must help 
themselves. 
-Spain’s only hope hes in concentration 
and development. Heretofore she has scat- 
tered her energies and resources, and her 
best people have been sent to colonize dis- 
tant lands. 

In futures they should stay at home and 
make the most of their rich national re- 
Sourees, 

Under wise and practical methods there 
is no. reason why the Spaniards should 
not make their country prosperous, and to 
some extent a respectable power in Europe. 

The agricultural and mineral resources 
of the kingdom have been neglected for 
centuries. They are full of promise. and 
patient industry and economy would make 
the now bligthted land a garden spot, 


The lot of the vanquished is hard and 
bitter, but the Spaniards are too brave 
and bright a people to abandon themselves 
to hopesless despair. They have one more 
chance left and they should make the 
most of it. 

Let them give up their 
colonization and _ plunder. 
their minds to live at home. 

They should reach out for a better and 
a more practical edueation,. and encourage 
the tdea that labor is honorable, | 

It will profit them, too. to study our great 
republic, and gradually prepare themselves 
for the blessings of a free government. 

Their country is taxed to death because 
if supports thousands of idle and worthless 
nobles and aristocrats. The whole gang 
should be driven out, or left dependent 
upon their own exertions. 
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These reflections are suggested by our 
Peace Jubilee. The picture has its bright 
side and its dark side. Our gladness is 
balanced by the sadness of the defeated 
nation. 

The Americans do not hate the Spaniards, 
and they admire and respect such brave 
and honorable men as Admiral Cervera, 
and would gladly do them honor. 

In the near future it is possible that the 
two countries will understand each other 
better than ever, and enjoy the most 
friendly relations. 

Even in the most excited and extrava- 
gant expressions of our Peace Jubilee cele- 
bration there are no demonstrations of 
malice and ill-will toward Spain. So far 
as we are concerned, ‘the war is over. The 
arbitrament of the sword settled every- 
thing, and we are ready to shake hands 
again. 

And now let us, one and all. enjoy our 
holidays to the fullest extent. Such an 
occasion may never come again. at least 
not in the lifetime of those who are here 
today. 

It is a time for thankfulness and rejoic- 
ing. Our republic thas triumphed in a just 
cause, and the return of peace brings new 
possessions and the promise of more pros- 
perous days for a long time to come. 

This week Atlanta is the great American 
hub, around which revolve the rest of the 
country, Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines! In a very large sense, for-two days 
at least, the Gate City is the center of the 
union, and the eyes of the nation are upon 
us. 

If we can make a jolly racket loud enough 
to be heard beyond our borders—loud 
enough to reach Madrid itself, so much 
the better!

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THE TAX PROBLEM. 


From The Washington, Ga., Gazette. 

Notwithstanding the state school com- 
missioner’s vigorous protest, the lower 
house in the legislature has voted to reduce 
the appropriation for schools $200,000. This 
is but just, and everybody ought to be 
Satisfied. The commissioner said in his 
letter to the legislature that any reduction 
in this appropriation would strike the state 
in its most vital part, and that the blow 
would fall heaviest where it would hurt 
most, namely, in the rural districts. If he 
meant where the people cannot or will not 
pay taxes, he is correct, but can he urge 
any just reason why Fulton, or Chatham, 
or Richmond county, should be compelled 
to contribute to schools a hundred miles 
away, to the detriment of their own? He 
gives the school census at 666,870 and shows 
what a small amount per capita it would be 
if a reduction is made in the appropriation, 
but he knows that not more than two-thirds 
of those entitled to the school privilege take 
advantage of it, and he also knows that if 
the cities and towns have better advantages 
it is because they do not rely entirely upon 
the state, but pay it themselves, besides 
being forced by the law to contribute large- 
ly to the support of schools in other coun- 
ties. 

He says the people will not be satisfied 
with less than a five months’ term—that’s 
so, they ought not to be if they can raise 
the money to pay the teacher, but the 
burden ought not to fall on somebody else. 

The commissioner takes altogether a one- 
sided view of the situation. The state is 
largely in debt and nothing has done more 
to place her in that condition than this 
item of expenditure for educational pur- 
poses. That the tax rate will not_ be in- 
creased is certain—then how are we to get 
out of the hole if appropriations are not re- 
duced? It requires $3,000,000 annually to pay 
the expenses of the state, and under the 
present apportionment the schools” get 
$1,608,000—more than half. If we were in 
prosperous circumstances it might be well 
to give this or more, but the retrenchment 
is absolutely necessary, and in the general 
cutting down, this fund must bear its pro- 
portion. The legislature has treated the 
schools with great consideration, and their 
advocates ought to be satisfied, for they 
certainly get more than they had any right 
to expect. 

When our finances get in better shape, 
and the state gets its hand in the collars of 
the tax dodgers, the schools may ask for 
more and probably get it.

The report of the joint committee of the 
house and senate appointed some time ago 
to investigate the controversy between Dr. 


George F. Payne, ex-state chemist, and 


Hon. O. B. Stevens, commissioner of agri- 
culture, relative to the owenrship of cer- 
taim property, was submitted in both 
branches of the legislature yesterday after- 
noon. The report is adverse to Dr. Payne, 
but the statement is therein made that Dr. 
Payne refused to appear before the com- 
mittee on the ground that he had appealed 
the matter to the courts for adjudication; 
and hence the conclusions of the report are 
not final with respect to the ownership of 
the property in question. In full, the report 


which goes somewhat into details, is given : 


below: 

“The joint committee appointed under 
resolution No. 42 to investigate the contro- 
versy between Dr. Payne, ex-state chemist, 
and Hon. O. B., Stevens, the commissioner 
of agriculture, with reference to possession 
of chemicals and apparatus in the state lab- 
oratory, and the expenditure of appropria- 


tions made by the state chemist since 1891, | 


to the present time, beg leave to submit the 
foliowing report, towit: 
“We find that the law under which the 


office of state chemist was created to be in ° 


the acts of 1877, folio 38, as follows:

“From this it appears that Dr. Payne, 
during his administration, has had appro- 
priated to him by the legislature and has 
drawn and expended from the state treas- 
ury for furnishing chemicals and apparatus 
the sum of $7,716.21, and from the evidence 
of competent witnesses, the annual amount 
necessary to expend for chemicals during 
his administration should not exceed $590 
per annum, which would leave for purchase 
of permanent apparatus, $3,716.81. 

“From an inventory of all the chemicals, 
apparatus and furniture taken by the pres- 
ent commissioner of agriculture when he 
took charge of the laboratory, we find the 
same valued at $2,127.55, which should leave 
chemicals and apparatus unaccounted for 
amounting to $1,588.66. 

“Your committee has been unable to se- 
oure invoices covering all the apparatus 


and chemicals purchased by Dr. Payne for | 


the laboratory during his administration, 
many of these invoices being missing from 
the books and papers turned over by Dr. 
Payne to the commissioner of agriculture, 
which makes the records incomplete; but 
from the few vouchers now accessible to us 
we find invoices for apparatus as having 
been paid for by state appropriation and 
inchuded in Dr. Payne's reports to the 
governor amounting to $634.73, which appa- 
ratus according to sworn testimony, is not 
now, nor has it ever been in the state’s 
laboratory.

These 
goods were removed at night, after the offi- 
clals of the agricultural and chemical de- 
partments had gone home, and without the 
use of lights in the storage room A por- 
tion of these goods were delivered at the 
residence of Dr. Payne, in Atlanta, and the 
balance were carried to the Atlanta Medical 
college. 

“We approve the course taken Ly the 
commissioner of agriculture in retaining 
possession of all the chemicals, apparatus, 
etc, found in the laboratory, believing as 
we do that the state has a good title to 
the property. It is a source of deep regret 
to this committee that we were unable to 
secure the presence and co-operation of Dr. 
Payne in the investigation of this matter. 
He was assured by the committee that they 
desired and intended to make a full and 
impartial investigation, and in order to do 
this he was earnestly requested by mem- 
bers of the committee to attend their meet- 
ings and give them the benefit of such in- 
formation as he possessed and present fully. 
his side of the contention. Your committee 
offered to subpoena all witnesses that Dr. 
Payne desired and invited his attorney to 
be present to assist him in presenting and 
conducting his side of the contention. 
Hence the committee were powerless to get 
such facts and information as Dr. Payne 
alone possessed and were compelled to pro- 
ceed with the investigation without his 
help or co-operation. We regret exceedingly 
that for reasons that must have been sat- 
isfactory to himself Dr. Payne saw fit to 
withhold from us such facts and informa- 
tion as would have Leen helpful, and which 
we believe were in his possession. It view 
of the fact that he has applied to the 
courts for the adjudication of this matter, 
we recommend that the attorney generai 
be supplied with a copy of this report and 
the evidence for use in behalf of the state.

questionably the strongest individual mem- 
ber of the upper fhhouse, said to a Constitu- 
tion representative last night: 

“I regard the present situation as both 
grave and unfortunate. There is no mem- 
ber of either house who can consistently 
advocate appropriations that will increase 
the present rate of taxation, and yet those 
who favor a million-dollar school fund are 
working to prevent minor cuts that ought 
to be made in order to justify themselves 
in saying: ‘Well, the legislature wouldn't 
reduce the railroad commissioners or the 
State librarian or the state geologist, so I 


just thought they oughtn’t to reduce the 


public schools.’ There is some phylosophy 
in that, but there isn't much else. To my 
mind, a man who advertises himself as a 
reformer and in practice only wants to 
reform the salary of the statéhouse porters 
ought to be pensioned by the legislature to 
keep out of it. 

“What is required in the present emerg- 
ency is nerve and courage, and I firmly 
believe that this general assembly has 
enough of both to override the little fellows 
who will squeak, as the wheels go over 
them, that their county gets out of the 
State treasury more than it pays into it. I 
don’t belleve that the Georgia legislature is 
going to make appropriations on that basis. 
We have had a campaign that has resulted 
in the election of a governor whose only 
platform was a piedge to keep the tax rate 
down, and I have not the slightest doubt 
that it will be kept down. The action of 
the senate committee today was not final. 
It was only taken as the most feasible 
method of bringing the house to its senses.”’ 

The conference committee on the bills to

WHAT THE LOWER HOUSE DID 


Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, Wins the 
Fight Ove. the $10,000 Textile 
Appropriation. 


Under the order of business prescribed 


for the day by the steering committee 
Speaker Little announced that the first 
matter before the house was the consid- 
eration of motions to reconsider. There- 
upon Mr. Jordan, of Jasper. moved to re- 
consider the action of the house in defeat- 
ing the bill to authorize boards of county 
cOmmissioners to employ clerks. Mr. 
Sloan, of Hall, opposed the motion. On 
being put to vote the motion prevailed and 
the bill was restored to the calendar. Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, then moved to reconsider 
the action of the house in recommitting to 
the committee on ways and means the bill 
to provide for the appointment of tax as- 
sessors for railroad property in this state. 
He said that the bill had already been fa- 
vorably reported and that if any member 
desired to amend the bill he could do so 
when it came up in the house. He said 
that there was no bill pending before the 
legislature of greater importance to the 
taxpayers of Georgia than the bill in ques- 
tion. Mr. Freeman, of wcvuoweta, opposed 
the motion of Mr. Hall. He said that he 
had been directed by the committee on 
Ways and means to request the recommittal 
of the bill to that committee. He said that 
he was in sympathy with the objects of the 
bill, but that he was opposed to the meth- 
Ods prescribed therein. On the motion to 
reconsider Mr. Hall asked for the yeas and 
nays and one-fifth of the members of the 
house sustaining this request, the yeas 
and nays were ordered. When the vote was 
taken it resulted: Yeas 85 nays 41. Ac- 
cordingly the motion to reconsider pre- 
vailed. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, next moved to 
reconsider the action of the house in de- 
feating the substitute tor the bill offered 
by himself to provide for the return of 
mortgages, judgments, etc., for ta- 
ation. Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, opposed the 
motion and Mr. Blalock replied thereto. 
Mr. Everett, of Stewart, strongly advo- 
cated the motion. On the call of the yeas 
and nays, which were ordered at the re- 
quest of Mr. Blalock, the vote stood yeas 
83, nays 49, and the substitute was accord- 
ingly restored to the calendar. 


Reconsiders Relief Resolution. 

Mr, Erwin, of Clarke, next moved to 
reconsider the action of the house in defeat- 
ing the resolution providing for the relief 
of certain sureties on the bond of @. W. 
Johnson, ex-tax collectur for the county 
of Oconee. He said that the resolution 
had met with the approval of the general 
judiciary committee and of the comptroller 
Seneral and that of the attendance upon 
Monday’s session had been larger the reso- 
lution would have passed without doubt. 
Mr. Spinks, of Paulding, opposed the mo- 
tion. He said that if tue sureties on the 
bond in question were unjustly required to 
go down into their pockets to pay the 
amount of the bond they could obtain re- 
dress in the courts. On being put to vote 
the motion to reconsider prevailed. 


Restrictions on Exemptions. 

Speaker Little annaunced that the bill of 
Mr. Whitely, of Glascock, to amend sgec- 
tion 1642 of the code of 1895, was the next 
matter before the house. The bill pro- 
vides that indigent confederate soldiers and 
veterans of the Seminole war who enjoy 
certain exemptions under that section shall 
not be permitted to run billiard or pool 
tables, sel] clocks or lightning rods, dea] in 
futures or carry on the business of auc- 
tioneers under the terms of that section. 
The bill passed with little opposition. 

Next came up the bill of Mr. Willingham, 
of Monroe, to prevent county officials from 
purchasing county supplies from corpora- 
tions or firms in which they are interested 
personally except on competition bids. The 
bill passed by the requisite constitutional 
majority. 

The bill of Mr. McLaughlin, of Mer!i- 
wether, which provides that in receivership 
cases the counsel] bringing the fund into 
court shall receive no larger fees than 
their services are reasonably worth, was 
next taken up and passed. On motion of 
the author it was immediately transmitted 
to the senate, 

Mr. Knowlee’s Textile Bill. 

The bill ef Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, to 
provide for the appropriation of $15,000 for 
the support and maintenance of the tex- 
tile department of the Georgia School o*% 
Technology was next taken up. On ac- 
count of the appropriation involved it was 
necessary to consider the bill in the com- 
mittee of the whole house and Mr. Moore, 
¢ Carroll, was called to the chair. In lieu 
of the original bil] Mr. Knowles offered a

| substitute reducing the appropriation to 


$10,000 and reciting the facts underlying the 
establishment of the textile department of 
the institution in question. Mr. Swift, of 
Elbert, offered an amendment making the 
appropriation $2,000 instead of $10,000. In 
support of the substitute Mr. Knowles ar- 
gued that Georgia had already brought the 
textile department of the Georgia School 
of Technology into existence and that she 
was morally bound to sustain itg He said 
that the Georgia School of Technology had 
fully redeemed its obligations in the matter 
of raising $10,000 in cash or equivalent from 
outside sources before claiming the con- 
tingent appropriation of $10,000 made by 
the legislature last year and that with the 
means thus secured the trustees of the in- 
stitution had equipped the textile depart- 
ment. He said that the meager sum which 
was now asked for was needed to pay the 
salaries of instructors and that if the 
legislature failed to make the appropriation 
Georgia would be put in the position of 
starving her own offspring. He said that 
when the friends of the institution outside 
of the state had rallied so nobly to the 
cause of the vextile department Georgia 
eould not afford to be indifferent thereto. 
He said that unless Georgia wished to lag 
behind in the march of industrial develop- 
ment and to ignore the possibilities which 
lay dormant in her lap she could not af- 
ford to slight the textile department of the 
Georgia School of Technology. 
Mr. Blalock in Opposition. 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, opposed making 
the appropriation asked for in the substi- 
tute. He said that the expenses of the 
institution were increasing: too rapidly and 
that tuition fees ought to be charged. 
Mr. Knowles asked him if he did not 
know that it was too late in the session 
to get a bill through the legislature au- 
thorizing the trustees to charge tuition 
fees. He replied that such might be true, 
but that the institution could wait. He 
said that he did not believe that the state 
Was under any obligation to make the ap- 
propriation asked for in the institute. Mr. 
Sloan, of Hall, opposed the substitute. He 
said that the Georgia School of Technology 
was not doin the work witich it claimed to 
be doing for the poor boys of the state. 
He said that it was for the benefit of the 
sons of rich men. 

Acvocated by Mr. Park. 

Mr. Park, of Greene, spoke eloquently in 
support of the substitute. He said that 
there was no institution in Georgia which 
was doing more tuo advance the material 
interests of the state than the Georgia 
School of Technology, and that he favored 
the appropriation of $10,000 to the textile 
department. He denied that the institution 
was operated in the interest of the sons 
of rich men and cited examples from his 
own county in proof of this statement. 
He said that the legislature would be 
ucting unwisely if it failed to vote the 
appropriation of $10,000. 

Mr. Ousley’s Strong Plea. 

Mr. Ousley, of Lowndes, next took the 
floor in support of the $10,000 appropriation. 
He said that he came from one of the 
extreme counties of the state, but that 
he represented people who were prog- 
ressive and wide awake and who were 
anxious to contribute their full part to- 
possibilities 
Sof the state. He siid that he was indorsed 
by his constituents in advocating the claims 
of the textile department of the Georgia 
School of Technology, but that apart from 
that consideration he felt it to be his duty 
to uphold the cause of that institution. He 
said that Georgia could not afford to stand 
in the light of her own interests in this 
important matter. He said that if Georgia 
was as prolific in producing presidents and 
superintendents of cotton faetories and 
other industrial establishments as in pro- 
ducing legislators and politicians and book- 
worms she would revolutionize things in 
the world of enterprise. He said that the 
time had come for Georgia to bestow her 
attention upon the creation of wealth and 
that in no other way could she woo pros- 
perity back into her borders. Mr. Ellis, 
of Bibb. warmly advocated the appropria- 
tion, declaring that the world was moving 
ee in material directions and that 
szeorgia could not afford to lag behind in 
the procession.

The bill of Mr. Holder, of Jackson, to 
allow the state to be sued as owner of the 
Southeastern railroad, Was next passed, 
and on motion of the author, was jmme- 
diately transmitted to the senate. Several 
other local matters were acted upen before 
the hour of adjournment. 

Afternoon Session. 

On the reassembling of the house at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, Mr. Jordan, 
of Jasper. chairman of the joint commit- 
1ee appoiiufed some time ago to investigate 
contyoversy pending between Dr. 
George F. Payne, ex-state chemist, and 
Hon. O B. Stevens, commissioner of ag- 
riculture, relative to the ownership of cer- 
tain property, submitted the report of 
that committee eapproving the action of

pert stated that Dr. Payne persistently re- 
fused to appear before the committee on 
the ground that he had relegated the mat- 
ter to the courts for adjudication.

Next the house devoted itself to the con- 
sideration of routine mutters.

Tax Resolution of Mr. Ellis. 

The resolution of Mr. Elis, cf Bibb, to 
vrovide for the appointment of five mem- 
bers from the house and ten members from 
the senate, in addition to the comptroller 
general and the attorney general, to con- 
stitute a board of tax commissioners for 
the purpose of investigating the tax laws 
of the state and to report to the session 
of 1899, was next taken up, with the amend- 
ments offered thereto. In support of the 
resolution, Mr. Ellis addressed himself to 
the present condition of affairs in Georgia, 
shewing the radical need of tax reform. 
He said that measures of different kind had 
been introduced for the purpose of meet- 
ing the tax problem, but that none of them 
had fully come up to the demands of the 
hour ir Georgia. Mr. Bélock, of Fayette, 
advecated the resolution. He said that he 
Was opposed to its provisions at first but 
that he now believed that something of 
the kind ought to be adopted. Mr. Free 
man, of Coweta, also acyocated the reso- 
lution. He said that he saw no other 
method of arriving at definite and satis- 
factory results. In response to a ques- 
tion from Mr. Price, of Oconee, he stated 
that it might cost something to carry the 
provisions of the resolution into effect but 
that the expenditure would be smal] in 
comparison with the satisfaction which 
would be derived therefrom, On being put 
to vote, the resolution was adopted. 

Charters for Trust Companies. 


The bill of Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee, 
to provide for the incorporation of trust 
Companies; was next taken up The aurhor 
explained that under the provisions of the 
bill, trust companies would be treated like 
railroad companies and would be char- 
tered in like manner. On being put to 
vote, the bill was passed. 

The bill] of Mr. McDonald, of Ware, to 
provide for the protection of manufac- 
turers and producers in this state by fixing 
certain penalties upon laborers who prac- 
tice imposition ‘by failing to comply with 
contracts, was next taken up. Mr. Mc- 
Donald advocated the bill and Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, opposed it. On motion of Mr. Bryan, 
of Floyd, the bill was laid on the table. 

During the greater part of the business 
session the business of the house was tak- 
en up with local and routine matters.

SRUMBY'S WORK RECOGNIZED 


General Assembly Passes a Resolu- 
tion of Praize for Bravery. 


COPY WILL BF SENT TO HIM 


It Is a Mark of Distinguished Honor, 
Given for First Time in History 
of State. 


The general assembly has passed a resolu- 
tion recognizing the valiant services of 
‘Flag Lieutenant Thomas M. Brumby, of 
the Asiatic squadron, United States navy, 
during the recent campaign in the Philip- 
pines and especially around Manila. 

It is the first time in the history of this 
state that both branches of the general as- 
sembly have passed such a_ resolution rec- 
ognizing the merit of a Georgia soldier in 


the United States service. Brumby is an 
Atlantian and the honor that has been paid 
him is well deserved. 

The resolution is as follows: 

“Whereas, Flag Lieutenant Thomas NM. 
Brumby, of the Asiatic squadron, United 
States navy, ‘under command of Admiral 
Dewey, especially distinguished himself in 
the battle of Manila and in the complete 
‘rout of the Spanish navy in the further op- 
eration ina around Manila harbor, there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved by the senate, the house con- 
curring, That we view with pride the splen- 
did record of this now distinguished Geor- 
gian who raised the first American flag 
over Manila, and whose conduct under the 
eyes of the glorious Dewey elicited the 
prompt recommendation of that gallant 
commander for his promotion. The general 
assembly of Georgia extends its cordial 
congTatulations to Lieutenant Brumby, feels 
honored that Georgia is the state of his 
nativity and instructs that the engrossed 
copy of this resolution be forwarded him.”

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STOCKS WERE IRREGULAR.

Atchison issues Sustaining Factors 
Speculation Left Heavy in Tone. 
London Fought. 
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New York, December 13.—The stock mar- 
ket was irregular today during the process 
of digesting large realizing saies during the 
lowest. The market encountered efforts on 
the part of sold out bulls to depress values, 
and was largely affected by the demorali- 
zation in Sugar. This stock, which was ear- 
ly supported and gained a point, subsequent- 
ly declined 5 points on reported demoraliza- 
tion. In the Sugar trade. In the early deal- 
ings the moderate fractional advance here 
followed the improvement in London, where 
the public were buyers of Americans. Sub- 
sequently stocks became quite reactive, but 
seles, particularly in the standard stocks 
were well taken on actual investment 4 
semi-investment purchases and covering 
of short contracts. Rallies ensued, partic- 
ularly among the early sufferers and around 
delivery hour gains were considerable. The 
Atchison issues, recently brought to the 
front by prominent interests were sustain- 
ing factors. The vulnerability of Sugar was 
largely Seemonsible for the extreme irreg- 
ularity of the market. The traders hammer- 
ed this specialty industriously and uncover- 
ed round amounts of stop loss orders. Con- 
siderable support was extended to the gen- 
eral market throughout, and pool buying 
was instrumental in lifting into prominence 
some of the low priced stocks which had 
not as yet moved in proportion to the rest 
of the list. This was especially true of 
Kansas preferred and Wabash preferred. 
The current earnings of the southwestern 
groups have begin to show gains over last 
year through the lifting of the cotton block- 
ade. Missouri Pacific was the only lageard 
in this category of shares, profit-taking con- 
spiring to keep the price wel] below yes- 
terday’s level. The Federal Steel stock, 
which had been left somewhat neglected 
were taken in hand late in the day and 
advanced materially.

SHORTS WERE GOOD BUYERS 


Corn Was Active and High—Oats 
Were Dull, but Firm—Provisions 
Closed Lower. 


Chicago, December 13.—All the grain mar- 

ets were strong today and closed at sub- 
Stantial advances. In wheat, the continued 
falling oft of receipts in the northwest was 
the main factor. May and December each 
closed about 4%c higher. Corn and oats 
advanced about tec each. Provisions closed 
z44@sce lower. 

Opening prices in wheat were practically 
unchanged from yesterday, May starting 
at 60's@6514c. Northwest receiptS Were 
comparativeiy small, but this was offset by 
a decline of *d in futures and 1d for spots 
at Liverpool. For a few minutes pres 
were about at a standstill with a very nuar- 
row trading, but the demand increased rap- 
idly, and inside of the first half hour's 
trading the May price had been hoisted to 
605% c, around wiaich point the’market swung 
for the greater part of the session, Shorts 
Were good buyers, and many longs, act- 
ing on the belief that prices Were in for 
@ good advance, increased their holdings. 
Apparent.y the rapid decline in farmers’ 
deliveries in the northwest, as shown by 
the receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth, 
overshadowed everything else in its influ- 
ence on traders. Argentine news was fa- 
vorable, and early reports from the 
board did not indicate very bright pros- 
pects for a continued good foreign demand 
tor American wheat, one cable from Ger- 
many refusing ofterings on the ground 
that Russia was offering wheat under 
American parity. Nevertheless the local 
sentiment was emphatically bullish, and 
even at the good advance wheat did not 
come out in very great quantities. North- 
west receipts were 864 cars, compared with 
1,531 last week and 582 a year ago. Chi- 
cago receipts were 222 cars, 10 of rontract 
grade. Total primary receipts Were 1,173,000 
bushels. The increase in the world’s vis- 
ible was put at 3,324,000 bushels—about what 
Was expected. Last year the increase 
was than 400,000 businels.

One was addressed to Bishop Nelson, in 
which he was congratulated by the body as 
a whole in the wprk be was directing 
The other was ad- 
dressed to Sister Mary, and through it the 
ladies expressed their deep sympathy for 
her in the work in which she is engaged, 
and she was also assured of the assistance 
and co-operation of the members. 

A number of the visiting delegates ex- 
pressed themselves as willing and anxious 
to assist and entertain the missionary when 
she should be in their towns, and several 
of the members present made short talks 
upon the subject of missionary work among 
the negroes of the state.”

TRLANAGAN GIVEN 


ANOTHER TRIAL 


Supreme Court Yesterday Granted Pris- 
oner Few Chance For Life. 


) 
WILL BE FOURTH HEARING 


Case Has Been in Supreme Court Twice 
in Two Years. 


FLANAGAN NOT PLEASED WITH DECISION 


Said He Did Not Want To Be Taker 
Back to Decalb County—Fears 
a Mob. 


Edward Cicero Flanagan was granted a 
new trial by the supreme court yesterday. 
A decision was handed down in which the 
judgment of the superior court is reversed. 
Flanagan is resting in the Fulton county 
jail and is gradually weakening from the 
strain that he appears to be under. He 
was notified yesterday of the good fortune 
that had come to him, but he did not seem 
to be particularly pleased with the fact 
that he was granted a new trial. He beg- 
ged those near him not to allow him to be 
carried back to DeKalb county. He réeit- 
erated what he has repeated many times— 
that he feared a mob would lynch him. 

The trial which will follow as a result 
of the decision of the court wiil be Flana- 
gan’s fourth. It the second time the 
supreme. court has granted a new trial. 
The case will go back to DeKalb county 
and a hearing will be arranged by Judge 
Candler as soon as convenient. It' is ex- 
pected that there will be much difficulty 
in securing a jury in that county. The 
previous trials have almost exhausted the 
jury box, and there are few men in the 
county who have not either expressed an 
opinion on the case or are prejudiced. The 
cause will disqualify more of the 
jurors than any other, 

The decision in the case as handed down 
by the court yesterday states that certain 
questions which were asked an expert wit- 
ness were not proper ones, and that the 
expressions given out by one of the jurors 
leads to the probability that one of the 
jurors was not impartial. Other reasons 
are cited. The decision is as follows: 
Flanagan v. The State. Before Judge Can- 

dler. DeKalb guperior court, 

Simmons, C. J.—it was, in a trial for 
murder in which the sole defense was that 
the accused was insane at the time of 
the homigide, improper and illegal to allow 
the following question to be propounded 
to an expert witness, the answer thereto 
being in the negative: ‘State whether, in 
your opinion, from your examination of 
(the accused), from all that you know of 
him, have observed of him or heard of 
him, he was laboring, at the time this 
crime was committed, under any overmas- 
tering delusion?’’ 

2. A new trial is granted in the present 
case, not only because of the error indi- 
cated, but also because the record discloses 
grave reason for fearing that one of the 
jurors was not impartial, and also because 
it appears that the leading counsel for the 
accused was so ill before the trial conclud- 
ed that he was not im a proper physical 
condition to give to the case that degree 
of care and attention which its importance 
required, 

3. The numerous grounds of the motion 
for a new trial not referred to in the pre- 
ceding notes do not present any question 
which it is essential to decide at this time. 

Judgment reversed. Ail the justices con- 
curring, except Lewis, J., disqualified.

Flanagan is charged with the murder 
of Mrs. George Allen and Miss Ruth Slack. 
The crime was committed on the night of 
December 31, 1895, at Kirkwood, in the 
eastern portion of the county. The first 
trial was held in February foilowing. 

The issue at this time was that Flanagan 
was insane at the time, could not intelli- 
gently assist in his trial and help his at- 
torneys conduct his defense. On this occa- 
sion the danger of a mob lynching the 
prisoner was imminent. The militia of At- 


-lanta had to be called out to protect the 


courthouse where Flanagan was kept. 
Two companies spent two nights in the 
town of Decatur prepared for the defense 
of the prisoner. One attempt was made to 
secure him, but it was thwarted by Sheriff 
Austin, who at the point of a pistol, kept 
the mob at a @istance until the train for 
Atlanta was boarded. 

A verdict of sanity was found in this 
case. A new trial was obtained, resulting 
the same. Another bill of exceptions, car- 
ried to the supreme court, gave the mur- 
derer a new trial and the verdict of the 
jury was the same as heretofore. The 
present trial will be held in a few months. 

One of the strongest points that will 
be urged by the attorneys for the defense 
will be a change of venue. It is claimed 
that Flanagan has been tried in DeKalb 
county so often that the jurors are preju- 
diced against him, and that an impartial 
panel of citizens cannot be obtained. 

If a change of venue is obtained the 
case will probably be brought to Fulton 
county for a hearing. The late Colonel W. 
Cc, Glenn was in the midst of the Flanagan 
case when he died, and the prisoner is now 
represented by the members of his firm, 
Mr. D. W. Rountree and Mr. George C. 
Snence. Mr. Spence was with Colonel 
Glenn in the case when the first trial was 
held and has been actively engaged in it 
since. Mr. Rountree argued the case be- 


Glenn was too fll to continue. 

Colonel Rountree said yesterday: 

‘We hope by the next trial to show 
that Flanagan should be in the asylum. 
We will ask for a change of venue. Flana- 
gan’s case is a very peculiar one. The
